No Nation in the World has thofe Opporta- 
"nities to Injureour Trade as they , the Good- 
nefsand Quantity of their Wooll, the fame, if 
not exceeding ours. in England, the Cheapnefs 
of Land, and confequently the Plenty of Provi- 
 fions, are things that might eafily have drawn 
all our Trade for Woollen Goods in time to that 

- Nation. 
Thefe were Rivals indeed, they have the 
“Tools among them, and nothing but bringing 
fat Sheep duwn here to half a Crown apiece, 


PL Second Aé of Parliament made in: 


and Beef to a Halfpeny a Pound, as we are told 
is now to be feen in Jreland, could ever Enable 
us to match the Jrifh Trade; and there‘ore how- 
ever Juft or Unjuft that Aé of Parliament was 
tothe Jrifb, it iscertain, it wasa very neceflary 
A& of Parliament for us, and an A@ for whic 
we had all the Politick Reafons in the World. 

Now let any one look back and tell us, what 
muft have been the Confequence, if the Jrifh 
had gone on in their Liberty of Trade, and Ex- 
porting their Goods to Foreigm@ Markets, they 
having the Wooll and Workmanfhip fo much 
Cheaper. 

1. Either the Trade Abroad Encreafing equal 
to the Surplus of a whole Kingdoms Labour, 
Jreland in time growing Rich, like England, the 
vaft Demand for Goods would raife the Rate of 
Labour, and that of Provifions, and that of 
Lands, and fo they would gradually be Rich, 
like us.

cund by the Trade; France, Flanders, Holiand, 
Germany, and the Baltick began to fall in with 
them amain ; this fill’d them with Wealth, their 
Poor gain’d guod Wages, Provifions held a Mo- 
derate Price, and Lands daily Encreas’d In Va- 
lue. 

The War we muft allow to be an Interrunti- 
on to them, asto Trade; but chat was but in 
common with their Neighbours, and they had 
Ad-antages by it feveral ways : For inflance, 
Afi the while they were under King Fames, 
they had an cpen Trade with France, where 
their Manufaétures were welcome Commodi- 


ties, but efpecially theic Wooll : Afterwards 
they had a great Trade to Holland, and the 
Ea, and ftill they fill’d them with their Manu- 
faétures ; nay, to fuch Perfeétion did they grow, 
in the Profecution of the Woollen Trade, with 
the Advantages of Cheapnefs, both in Wooll — 


and Labour, that even in England we n to 
wear the Workmamfhipof /relawd, and féeveral 
of their Manufaétures found a very good Recep- 
tion in the room of our uwn. 

Will any Man be fo ignorant to fay this was 
no Damage to England? And that Cheapnefs 
cauing Conf@mption, the more Goods we 
made, the better? | — 

Will any Man fay We ought to have funk 
our Prices, Wages, &c. in ordeé to pavé fold 
our Goods as Gheap as the /»ifh Merchants, and 
have broughtour Puor to have Work’d as Cheap 


as they? J cannot fuppofe any Man % Igno- 


rant 3 and theretore recommend it tu thofe Gen- 
tlemen, whohare thonght fit to Object againit 
what I have advanc’d on thefe Head; againft 
our Workhoules, to Examine, Whether it was 
not plais, That the more Goods they made in 
Ireland, there was not the lefs made in Bug.
